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SUBJECT: SECRETARY BUTZ'S VISIT 

1 . THE VISIT OF SECRETARY BUTZ FOR THE INAUGURATION OF THE SCREWWORM 
PLANT IN TUXTLA GUTIERREZ, WAS VERY WELL RECEIVED IN MEXICO AND GOT 
EXTENSIVE PRESS COVERAGE. IN HIS ADDRRESS THE SECRETARY PAID TRIBUTE 
TO THIS OUTSTANDING EXAMPLE OF THE COMBINED USE OF TECHNOLOGY AND 
INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION TO RID THE TWO COUNTRIES OF AN IMPORTANT 
LIVESTOCK PEST WHICH COULD SET AN EXAMPLE FOR OTHER COUNTRIES AROUND 
THE GLOBE. PRESIDENT ECHEVERRIA ALSO STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF ALL 
COUNTRIES PULLING TOGEHTER TO USE TECHNOLOGY TO REMOVE THE SPECTER OF 
HUNGER FROM THE WORLD SCENE. IN A SIMILAR VEIN, THE GOVERNOR -ELECT 

OF CHIAPAS. LIC. DE LA VEGA (FORMER DIRECTOR OF CONASUPO) TOLD THE 
AUDIENCE OF HIS APPRECIATION TO SECRETARY BUTZ FOR HIS PERSONAL 
ASSURANCES DURING MEXICO'S FOOD CRISIS IN 1974 THAT THE US WOULD SUPP 
LY 

ALL THE FOOD (GRAIN) NECESSARY TO MEET MEXICO'S NEEDS. 

2. THE VISIT AFFORDED AN OPPORTUNITY FOR THE SECRETARY TO RENEW 
HIS ACQUAINTANCE WITH THE PRESIDENT AND SECRETARY BRAUER AND TO 
INFORMALLY DISCUSS TWO KEY ISSUES REMAINING WITH THE SCREWWORM 
PROGRAM I I. THE AIRCRAFT PROBLEM AND THE IMMUNITY QUESTION. ON 
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BE GIVEN THE SAME STATUS AS THOSE OTHER US AGENCY EMBASSY EMPLOYEES 
IN MEXICO CITY AND WE ARE HOPEFUL THAT THIS WILL PAVE THE WAY FOR 
PROGRESS ON THIS ISSUE-PERHAPS BY AMENDING THE AGREEMENT. THIS 
HAS ALSO BEEN RAISED BY THE AMBASSADOR WITH UNDERSECRETARY 
GALLASTEGUI WHO PROMISED TO GIVE IT HIS PERSONAL ATTENTION. EMBASSY 
WILL FOLLOW UP ON THIS IN WRITING. 

3. ON THE AIRPLANE QUESTION, A TEMPORARY SOLUTION HAS BEEN WORKED 
OUT WHEREBY AN FAM (MEXICAN AIR FORCE) OBSERVER, WHOSE PER DIEM AND 
EXPENSES ARE PAID FROM COMMISSION FUNDS, IS ACCOMPANYING THE US CREWS 
ON FLIGHTS OVER MEXICO. A COMMISSION PLANE IS FERRYING FLIES FROM 
TUXTLA TO LA PAZ AND US PLANES FROM MISSION (TEXAS) ARE FLYING THE 
DROPS OVER BAJA CALIFORNIA. THIS TEMPORARY SOLUTION HAS BEEN AGREED 
TO FOR A TWO- WEEK PERIOD. HOPEUFLLY, A PERMANENT SOLUTION WILL EVOLVE 
DURING THIS INTERIM ARRANGEMENT.
